3. ThpreafteP the case was adjourned for evideijec of the 
Bank and the Bank filed only one affidavit Thereafter ex-i 
parte proceedings were ordered against the Bank but the 
cx-parto was set aside subject to payment of Rs. 30 as costs 
and after the costs were paid the witness was examined for 
cross ex^ination and the case was adjourned for arguments. 
I have heard Shri S. Sundram and Shri P- Gaur for the 
workman side and. Shri V, N. Kamra for the Management 
.side and aftet giving my conridered thought to the rnatter 
before me I have come to the following findings upon the 
issue above. 


4. The contention of the workman is that he was employed 
with the respondent from November, 1974 to 31st Ootober, 
1975 with little breaks and had put in all 273 days of service 
withirt 12 months prior to termination of bis services and that 
his services weie terminated w.e.f. 3 1st October, 1975 in 
violation of para 20.8 of Bipartite Settlement and Section 
25-P of l.D. Act and as such the termination of his services 
was illegal. 


5. The coiitentioiv of the Management on the other hand 
is that provisions of Section M-F" were not attracted by the 
case of the workman and a? such he was not entitled to 
any relief what-so-eyer. It is however, not denied that the 
workman was engaged between November, 1974 to 31st 
October, 1975 on different dates. It is further specifically 
stated in para 4 of the written statement that«this workman 
had actually worked for only 22(1 days between November 
4, 1974 to 31st October, 1975 and as such was not entitled 
to the benefit of Section 25-F of l.D. Act. 

6. 1 have already observed that the workman side has 
not led any ora! evidence^ Some doeumenta have- been filed 
by the workman vide hia list trf dpcumeals dated the 19th 
Octoberj 1979 and these would be referred if necessary- at 
appropriate stage. As against this the Management has 
filed 20 documents vide its list of documents dated the 5th 
Ducembeii, 1975. 1 would now' lefcr to the affidavit filed 
by tbc Management in support of its contention. The said 


affidavit is M.W. 1/1 and is of M.W. 1, Shu K. L. Man- 
chanda who has in his a^davit stated that he was an Officer 
of the respondent-corporation smee 1962 and was con- 
versant with the facts of this case and that bhri B. Ravi- 
chw^aa was employed as a temporary typist/clerk in New 
Defbi Branch of the respondent for vaiious periods with 
bical^ between November 4, 1974 and October 31, 1975. 

It IS further stated in his affidavit that Shri B. Raviebandran's 
first appointment was from November 4, 1974 to November 

30, 1974, next was from December 2, 1974 to December 

31, 1974, the next was January 1, 1975 to January 31, 1975, 
the next was Eetoruary 3, 1975 to February 28, 1975, the 
next was March 1, 1975 to March 31, 1975, the next was 
April 21, 1973 to May 17, 1973 and then May 19, 1975 to 
June- 14, 1975 and then August 18, 1973 to September 3, 
1975 and then from Sejptcrober 6, 1975 to September 30, 
1975 and the last appointment was from Octobeii 1, 1975 to 
October 31, 1975 . It is categorically stated in para 3 of 
the affidavit that Shri B. Ravichandran did not work for 
46 days during the above mentioned period of his appoiiu- 
ment and the details thereof have been given ihcrein. It is 
also similarly stated that the aboye mentioned 46 days were 
holidays and Shri B. Ravichandran, was neither laid oft nor 
on leave with full wages during this period nor was hiS 
absence doe to temporary dis-ablement caused by injiuy 
arising out of or in the coinse of his employment. Lastly U 
is stated in para 5 of the said affidavit that Shri B. Ravi- 
chandvan actually worked with the resabndent Bank for 
only 228 days. This affidavit of Shri K. L, Mauchandra 
stands umrebntted and there is iiothing on record to even 
renaotely suggest tliat the position as stated by Shii K. L. 
Mauchandra was not correct position. Even otherwEe from 
the perusal of the documents filed by the Management which 
are at .serial No. 1 to 20 of list of documents dated Decem- 
ber 5, it would be lound that the statement is corroborated 
by these documents. At si. no. 15 the Management has 
filed a cakndar for the year- 1974 and 1975 and at si. no. 
16 and 17 have been filed the list of holidays declared by 
Delhi Adnainistration on September 21, 1.974 and list of 
public holidays in Union Territory of Delhi for the ycai 
1974. These two lists certainly go to corroborate the state- 
ment on affidavit of Shri K. L. Manchandia regarding the 
holiday. This therefore goes to establish conclusively that Shri 
B, Ravichandra, workman had worked with the I'cspondent — 
Bank only for 228 days and that being the position it follows 
that he had not put in the requisite 240 days so as to attract 
the provisions of Section 25-F of 1. D. Act, 1947. If the 
provisions of Section 25-F are not attiacicd it would follow 
that the workman is not entitled to any lelief in this refe- 
rence since it cannot be established that the provisions of 
Section 25-F have been violated by the Management in the 
case of this worknjan. R^iance in this behalf has been 
placed by the Management upon 1979-Lab_ I.C. N,0],C. 136 
and I.L.R. (175) 2-Mad. 264, A. Parthasarthi and another 
Vs. The Management of Standard Motor Product of India 
Ltd. in which it was held that ‘the words actually worked 
would not include even holidays much less Saturdays and 
Sundays for which full wages arc paid. The words days 
Worked itself would normally mean days actually worked, 
The legisfature as if to give emphasis has also added the 
words actually. There could therefore be no scope for 
arguments that paid holidays me to be included in actually 
worked. The explanation to Section 25-B has included in 
this actually worked, days certain deemed actually working 
days. Only these days which arc provided in the explana- 
tion could be included in calculating 240 days in addition 
to the actual working days. The meaning of words actually 
worked cannot be enlarged beyond what is contained in the 
explanation,’ In the face of the principle of law laid down 

‘in the above ruling it cannot be said that the workman has 
put in rpffliisitc 2.40 day.s during a year so as to be deemed 
to put in a continuous service foi one year within the mean- 
ing of Section 25'B of T.D. Act and consequcnily it would 
follow that Section 25-F Is not attracted by his case and 
therefore there was no question of complying therewith by 
the- Management. Mv attention lia<i further been invited to 
1980 Fab T.C.— 1(>52 Digvijava Woollen Mills c-ise and 
1981 — Lab. I.C. 307, Lalappa’s case which also indicate in 
the same direction. Although the later mentioned of two 
rulings are under the Payment of Gratuity Act, 1972 but 
on princi?ile these would cover the present case as well. 
However the first mentioned ruling is under the provisions 
of Section 25-B and 25-F of the T-D. Act and consequently 
would cover this case as well, In view of my discussion 
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above, I hold (hat the Management has not violated any 
term of Section 25-F which is not even attracted by the case 
of the workman. 

7. Regarding the violation of para 20.8 of the Bipartite 
Settlement Id, representative of the workman' has not been 
able to show mo as to how the provisions thereof have been 
violated by the Management, b'rom the peru.sal of provi- 
sions of the. said para .1 do not find that the Management 
has violated any of the provisions thereof. In view thereof 
it would follow that the action of the Management of Ameri- 
can Exprc-ss International Banking Corporation in terminating 
(he services of Shri B. Ravichandran w.e.f, 31-10-75 is 
legal and jiistiflcd and the workman is not entitled to any 
relief what-ao-cver. The Management would be entitled 
to its costs of this litigation which arc assessed at Rs. 250. 
Further ordered : 

Tli.it reqiusite number of copies ot this award may Dc sent 
to the appropriate Oovcrninent for necessary action at their 
end.

The Central Government as appropriate Government vide 
its order No. L-I2012/57/77-D. II.A dated the 13117th 
February, 1978 referred an Industrial Dispute u/s 10 of 
the I.D. Act to thi.s Tribunal in the following terms ; 

‘Whether Shri Vinod Kumar Jain an ex clerk-cum- 
cashier of the Devi Nagar Suraj Kund, Meerut 
Branch of the State Bank of Bikaner & Jaipur, 
SMS Highway, Jaipur is entitled for permanent 
absorption in Bank’s employment 7 If so, from 
what date?’ 

2. On receipt of the reference usual notices were sent to 
the parties. Thereafter a statement of claim was filed on 
17-4-78. A written statement was filed on 21-9-78 and finally 
a replication was filed on 30-1-79 and the case was ad- 
journed for filing of documents. In the meanwhile an appli- 
cation for amendment of wirtten statement was filed by the 
Management which application was .allowed to subject to 
payment of conditional costs and in consequence an amend- 
ed written statement was filed to which a replication was 
filed on 19-9-79 by the workman. Upon the pleadings of 
the parlies following issues were framed and the case was 
adjourned for evidence : 

ISSUES ; 

1. Whether the workman w.as painfullv employed dur- 
ing the period his services remained terminated. If 
so its effect ? 


2. Whether the Tribunal has no jurisdiction 7 

3. As in the order of reference 7 

4. Relief 7 

3. The evidence of workman consists of his statement as 
W.W. 1 apart from certain documents while the evidence of 
Bank consists of M.W. 1, Shri T.N.V. Raman and M.W, 2 
Shri B, N. Arora apart from filing cei-tain documents. I 
have gone thi-ough the evidence produced by the parties 
and have heard their representatives and after giving my 
i,onsidcrcd_ thought to the matter before me I have come to 
the following finding® upon these issues : 

4. issue No. 3 : 

1 wfil first take up issue No. 3, From the peinsal ot 
statement of claim filed by the workman I find that his con- 
tention is that he was engaged as Qodown Keeper-cum-clcrk 
on 19-2-73 and worked as such tfil 30-4-/3; that on 
23-6-73 the workman applied for regular employment in 
the Bank and in furtherance thereof took the written test 
held on 22-7-73 and qualified the s,imc and as a conse- 
quence he was called for interview held on 17-11-73 and 
he was selected for regular appointment in the Bank, that 
ponding formalities of regular appoifitment he was continued 
to be appointed from thne to time in a temporary capacity 
until 29-5-75 but no further appointment was given to the 
workman; that ultimately this reference was made and the 
workman is entitled to be permanently appointed In the ser- 
vice of the Bank. In reply t^ conteufJoji of the Bank Is 
that this Tribunal has no Jurisdiction to entertain this re- 
ference and on merits it has been urged that this workman 
hud not obtained sufficiently senior position so as to be 
appointed as a result of wrilten test-cum-interview' and as 
such he was not appointed. 

5. in order to prove Its contention the workman has come 
forward himself as W.W. 1 and has reiterated his state- 
ment of claim in his affidavit Ex. W/l. He has also tender- 
e4 certain documents marked Ex. W-1/1 to Ex. W-1/12. 
During cross examination it is admitted by him that it was 
not his case that he had completed 240 days of service in 
12 calendar months and rather It is admitted by Mm that 
he had not conyilcted one year continuous service and con- 
sequently it follows that principle of law laid down in 
N. Sumdermany’s case by the Hon’ble Supreme Court is not 
attracted by the case of this workman. What is contended 
by the workman is that he had taken the, test held on 
22-7-73 and passed the same and then he was consequently 
called for Interview held on 17-11-73 and qualified the 
same. But It is admitted by him that fie did not know the 
rank he secured in thte interview. As against this state- 
ment of the workman there is statement of Shri T.N.V. 
Raman which is contained In Ex. M.W, IJl, affidavit. In 
this affidavit it has been categorically stated by this witness 
in the merit list vis-a-vis the number of vacancies and his 
in para 6 of the affidavit that the applicant did not come 
in Jhe merit list vis-arvls_ the number of vacancies and his 
position was at SI. No. 7 in the order of merit against the two 
vacancies at Meerut Centre and as such he could not be 
offered permanent appointment. In support of this state- 
ment of his he has produced Ex, M.W. 1/2, the consoli- 
dated result for Meerut Centre. From the perusal of Ex- 
M.W. 1/2 it is established that total number ot vacancies 
was two, whereas this workman had secured 7th position. 
There is nothing to belle the correctness of Ex. M.W. 1/2. 
Keeping in view the number of vacanices it ‘cannot be said 
itfiat the bank is not justified in not ofTering an appointment 
to this workman in consequence of this test. Ex. M.W. 1 /3 
this list of successful candidates for appointment at Meerut 
Centre and they are S/Shri Raiinder Singh and Mukesh 
Chand Bhargava. M.W. 2 is Shri B. N. Arora who has 
filed his affidavit Ex, M.W. 2/1, which also siioporfs the 
claim of the Bank, In the face of statement of M.W. 1 
and M.W. 2 corroborated as it stands bv M.W. 1 /2 
and Ex. M.W. 1/3, it is established that this workman had 
seemed seventh position in consequence of the written exa- 
mination and the interview held by the Bank for recruit- 
ment to regular vacancies wherea? there were In fact only 
two vacancies. That being the Position it would follow 
that this workman was not entitled for regular absorption 
or for permanent appointment with the Bank in conse- 
quence of the said test. TTiere is nothing which has been 
placed upon the record bv the workman which belies this 
position. Mere fact that the nnmher of vacancies have not 
been mentioned would not in anv manner create any riglit 
in the workman for getting a regular appointment even 
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though the number of vacancies were two and the work- 
man secured only seventh position. From whichever 
angle 1 may consider the matter before nie I find that this 
issue must be decided in favour of the Bank and against 
the workman and accordingly I hold this Issue for the 
Management and against the workman and ^ it is hold that 
Shri Vinod Kumar Join, Ex-Clerk-cum-Cashier of the Devi 
Nagar Suraj Kund, Meerut Branch of State Bank of Bika-, 
ner & Jaipur, SMS Highway, Jaipur was not entitled of 
permanent abaoiption in the Bank’s employment on the 
groimd alleged byi him and as such he was not entitled to 
any relief in this para. 

5. Issue No. 1 : 

To view of my finding in issue No. 3 above, this issue 
does not arise at all, 

6. Issue No. 2 ; 

In as much as the workman fails on Issue No. 3, this 
issue need not be decided, 

7. Issue No. 4 : 

For my discussions and findings above, it is awarded that 
the workman was not entitled to be absorbed permanently 
in the service of State Btank of Bikaner & Jaipur on the 
grounds alleged by him in his statement of claim and 
further that the workman is not entitled to any relief. The 
parties are however left to bear their own costs.
